S  the  eastern  gateway  into  newer  Ontario,  seated  on  the  northern  shore  of  IslandC.eni'd 
Lake  Nipissing,  being  one  of  the  brightest,  most  prosperous  towns  in  the  New  Ontario 
group.

With  its  line  running  through  the  great  clav  belt 
and  forming  a  junction  at  a  point  two  hundred  miles  north,  near  Lake  .\bitibi,  making  possible  the 
early  settlement  of  millions  of  acres  of  fertile  lands,  the  future  homes  of  thousands  of  happy  and 
prosperous  people.  The  extension  of  the  Orand  Trunk  Railwav  from  its  present  terminal  point 
here  to  a  point  on  the  proposed  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railwav  is  one  of  the  newer  schemes  which  we 
hope  to  see  carried  out  in  the  near  future.  We  also  believe  that  the  commencement  of  the  construe 
lion  of  the  Georgian  Hay  Ship  Canal  is  only  the  question  of  the  completion  of  the  survevs  now  under 
way.  When  these  great  works  are  completed.  North  Bay  will  be  a  shipping  point  second  to  no 
inland  point  iii  the  Dominion.  The  population  is  about  5.000;  the  buildings  are  substantial  struc- 
tures;  brick  blocks,  business  blocks,  grace  the  public  street 


I'lif  lionu's  of  otir  citizens  show  the  woaltli,  faitli  aiui  architeetural  taste  of  llie  owners.  Om 
eluirelies  are  a  credit  to  our  people.  \otIiin>(  has  heen  left  undone  to  make  them  pirfecl  in  size  and 
architectural  beauty.  Our  scliools  art'  many  and  strictly  uj)  to-date  in  ever\  respect.  We  also 
have  a  ili,i,'h  .School,  larye,  commodious,  heautiful  in  outward  ap])earance,  lar^je  j,'rounds,  and  I'ullv 
e<|uipi)ed  to  do  the  best  work.  Our  Hoard  of  Trade  was  established  in  1S<M,  has  been  and  is  active 
in  promotinjf  the  best  business  interests  of  the  (own.  Our  Coiuicil  has  under  construction  a  system 
of  Septic  Tank  Sewerage,  this  town  being  one  of  the  first  towns  in  Canada  to  adoj)!   this  system. 

.\lso  under  contract  is  the  elianging  of  the  source  of  water  supply  for  the  town  from  [,ake  .\ii)is 
sing  lo  Trout   Lake,  three  and  a  half  miles  distant,  and  contemplate  constructing  a    large    reservoir 
on  a  mountain  to  hold  millions  of  gallons  of  water;  this  at  an  elevation  higher  than  the  highest  building 
in  town  will  give  us  a  Waterworks  System  superior  to  anything  we  know  of. 

When  these  municipal  undertakings  are  complete  we  will  have  all  the  modern  con\enieiices  of 
an  U])  to  date  city,  t'xce])t  street  cars,  which  are  coming.  We  found  this  jilace  a  wilderness  in  1(S82. 
We  made  it  a  Post  OHice  in  a  Townshi])  in  18.S4.  We  made  it  an  Incorjiorated  Town  in  1800.  We 
made  it  a  County  Town  in  18'),S.  We  are  still  working  shouldei  to  shoidder,  with  one  aim  always 
in  sight,  to  make  of  our  Town  a  City  in  the  near  future.  Come  and  see  us,  and  if  possible  remain  with 
us,  Ixconie  one  wilii  us,  and  help  us. 
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
